»an Church, by Perlecuting Men, 
and cauſing them to Die, meerly 
becauſe they are not of her Opi- 
nion and Religion, 1s contrary to 
Chrit's Dodrine. For Jeſus Chriſt 
going to Worlhip at Hieruſalem, 
the Samaritans, who were of ano- 
ther Religion, refuling to receive 
him in his Journey, two of his 
Dilciples, Fames and Fohn preſent- 
ly took Fire, and out of a well- 
meaning Zeal for their Maſter, and 
of the true God, and of Hiern/alem 
the true place of Worſhip, asked 
leave to diſpatch out of the way 
theſe Enemies of: God and Chrift, 
and the true Religion.

You 
own your ſelves to be my Diſct- 
ples, but do you conſider what 
Spirit now Ads and Governs you ? 
Not that ſurely which I do reach 
you, which isnot furious Perſecu- 
ting and deſtructive Spirit, but 
mild, gentle, and aiming at no» 
thing but to ſave Men's Lives, even 
of our greateſt Enemies. This 
Spirit of Perſecuting and Deſtroy- 
1ng one another about Religion, 1s 
contrary tothe Intention,for which 
I came into the World, For 1 am 
not cone to aeftroy Men's Lives, but 
to fave them.

this is the Law of Nature, As ye 
would that Men ſhould do unto you, 
ſo do you unto them, We would not 
be Perſecuted and Deſtroyed for 


our Opinion and Religion; there- 
fore we ought not to Perlecute 


and Deſtroy others. 
But ſome will obje&t, we have 
a Law, and by this Law they 


ought to be Periecuted and De- 


ſtroyed. | 

I Anſwer, if that were a ſuffici- 
ent Reaſon to warrant Perſecution, 
we could not blame the Fews, when 
they Crucified Jeſus Chriſt; for 
they ſaid, They had a Law, a..d that 
by ths Law he ought to die. And we 
could not blame Queen ary, who

many to ſuffer, Martyrdom ; nor 
could we now blame the Papiſts, 
who by their Laws in France, 1ta- 
ty and Spain, eſtabliſh Cruelty and 
Oppreſlign ,- and as ſo many Neba- 
chadnez2ars give Order, that all 
Perſons that will not Worſhip their 
God of Bread, or refuſe ro bow be- 
fore their Images, or will not be- 
lieve what they believe, be Perſe- 
cuted, Tortured, and put to Death 
by the moſt cruel Torments. 

If any Man be found a Plotter, 
or breed Sedition and Diſturbance 
ina Kingdom, if he'contrive any 
Evil againſt the King or Govern- 
ment, he ought to be Puniſh'd ac- 
_ cording to the Law of this King- 
dom.' But if he only be found Zr- 
ring concerning ſome Articles of 
Religion, he ought to be Taught 
and Admoniſh'd by 'the Biſhop, 
and 'afterwards rejected from the 
Congregation, -if he will not be 
perſwaded.- But he ought not to 


be caſt into Priſon, nor Fader of 
is 


his Eſtate, nor ſent to the Galltes, 
nor Condemned to Die. For this 
Cruelty,as I have already ſhewed,is 

not only contrary to the Doctrine 
of Jeſus Chriſt, but to the Law of 
Nature alſo. And therefore it is e- 
vident, that the Church of Roxze 1s 
Cruel and Tyrannous 3 fince con- 
trary to Chriſt's Doctrine and the 
Law of Nature, ſhe Perſecutes 
and puts Men to Death, meerly 
becaule they are not of her Opint- 
on and Religion. 

The Origine, or the Author of 
this helliſhDocrine was a Domini- 
can Fryar, or rather the King Ne- 
buchadnezzar ; for as he that would 
not Worſhip his Image, was caſt 
into a hery Furnace , to thoſe that 
will not Worſhip the God of Bread 
of the Papiſts, and. bow to their I- 
mages, are Condemn'd to be 
burat alive.

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All thoſe, that do Worſhip the 
Creature for the Creator, are Ido- 
laters. 
The Church of Rowe does Wor- 
ſhip the Creature for the Creator 3 
Therefore ſhe is an Idolater.

Fire, and takes it for her God, 
this does clearly appear, fince ſhe 
believes that the Bread being Con- 
ſecrated by her Prieſts, 1s really 
Tranſubſtantiated, or changed in- 
to the true Body of Jeſus Chriſt, 
and renders unto it the very ſame 
 Ado- 


es hs 
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Adoration that we render ta the 
Godhead, And that it is falſe that 
this Bread Conſecrated by her 
Prieſts, be really changed into the 
true Body of Jeſus Chriſt. Iwill 
make'itevidently appear, becauſe 
this Dodrine of theirs is contrary 
to the Holy Scripture, to Senſes, to 
Reaſon, and to the Holy Fathers. 
I. I lay that it is contrary to the 
Holy Scripture, that the Bread 
Conſecrated by her Prieſts, be real- 
ly changed into the true Body 'of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and conſequently be 
here ſtill upon Earth ; for Jeſus 
Chriſt being about to leave the 
World, and his Diſciples aflicting 
themſelves upon this account, he 
doth not comfort-them by ſaying, 
I leave you my Body: under the 
Species of Bread and Wine, but he 
tells them, The Poor ye have with 
you, but me ye have not always; 1 
came forth from the Father, and am 
come into the world, again 1 leave 
the worla and go tothe Father, He 
G1 tells

tet them, will ſend them his holy 
Spirit, and that he is going to pre- 
are them a place in Heaven, He 
tells them of his{ntercefſion,and of 
his ſecond coming to Judge both 
the quick and the dead,andrhat the 
Heavens muſt receive him until the 
time of the reſtitution of all things. 
John 12. 8, 16, 28. Acts 3.21, 
and 1n the 24th Chapter of St. Yar. 
26-Verle, it is written, thata time 
will come, when they ſhall ſay, 
Lo, here « Chriſt, or there, behold 
he is in the ſecret Chambers, and 
that we muſt not believe it. | 
By theſe words, it appears clear- 
ly, that it is contrary to the holy 
Scripture, that the Body of Jeſus 
Chriſt be yet here upon Earth, and 
conſequently, that the Bread Con- 
ſecrated. by the Prieſts, be really 
changed into his Body, - 
objef. Jeſus Chrift, ſaith the 
Roman Church, took Bread, and 
gave Thanks, and aid, Take ye and 
eat, 
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eat, this is my body which s brokes 
for you. Matth. 26. 1 Cor. 11. 24. 
Jeſus Chriſt, faith the Roman 
Church, 1s true, he has ſaid 1n gi- 
ving the Bread, T his is my Boay x 
therefore this Bread ought to be 
changed into the true Body of Je- 
ſus Chriſt ; therefore he 15 here 
xy upon Earth.

But Figura= 
tive Speeches muſt not be conſtru- 
cd litterally. Now, that they may 
ſee,that not we only ſay, 'tis Breid 
and Wine after Confecration, Je- 
ſus Chriſt himſelf doth call them 
ſo. 1 will arink no more, ſaith he, 
of the fruit of the Vine. Jeſus Chriſt 
allures, that 1t was the fruit of the 
Vine which he drank ; therefore

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Wine and not Blood was his drink, 
therefore after Conſecration, Wine 
was {till Wine. And St. Paul,1 Cor.c. 
I 1. does contirm it, when he plain- 
ly ſaith, that zhe Communicant doth 
eat Bread, Therefore the Bread 
remains Bread after the words of 
Conſecration : For, if it were tran- 
ſubſtantiated into the Body of 
Chriſt, then were there no Bread 
to eat; the Body of Chriſt ſhould 
be the thing that ſhould be eaten, 
and conſequently (bould not be cal> 
ied Bread. 

What I ſay may be ſeen by theſe 
words of Jeſus Chriſt, wherein he 
aſſures us, That he was the bread of 
life which came down from Heaven, 
which if any man eat, he ſhall live 
for ever, John 6.50. His Diſc 
ples hearing theſe words, murmu- 
red until he had expounded: them. 
And how did he expound them ? 
thus, He that comes unto me, has 
eaten ; and be that believes in me has 


drank. Afterwards, when He 1n- 
ſtituted 


22 Rome, Tyrannmus, 
ſtituted this Sacrament in like 
words, they murmured not, which 
they would as before, if he had 
not reſolved them before, that, to 
eat his Body,and to drink hisBlood, 
was nothing but to come to him, 
and believe in him. For, as it 1s 
plainly ſaid, This is my Body, fo it 
15 plainly ſaid, Theſe words are Spi- 
rit, that is, they muſt be under- 
ſtood ſpiritually, and not litteral- 
ly; ſo ſaith St. 4uſtiz, Believe, and 
then haſt eaten.

It is God that has this Authority 
proper to him ſelf, which way can 
the Popes claim it, without Inju- 
Ty to the Power of God, and to 
that of Kings, whereunto they 
ought to be ſubmitted. 

They ſay, it 1s by reaſon of their 
Keys, as it appears in the Bull of 
Excommunication, which the 
Pope Sixte the fifth thundered in 
the year 1585, againſt Hexry King 
of Navarre, and the Prince of Con- 
de, wherein he faith. 7hat the 4u- 
thority given #0 St. Peter and h& 
SUC- 
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cefſors, by the infinite Power of 
Goa, #s aboue all Powers upon Earth, 
| that it belongs to that Authority to 
| canſe the Laws tobe obſerv'd, and 
puniſh the Offenders, by pulling them 
aown from their Seats, how Powerful 
ſoever they be. 

This is the Origine and the 
Ground of the Popes , np ry O- 
ver all Men, and of Depoſing Kings 
| and Princes from their Thrones. 
| But they are deceived; for they 
ought to remember, that the 
Keys given, were the Keys of the 
Kingdom of Heaven ; and con'e- 
quently by this Authority of the 
Keys, he cannot mediJie with Ter- 
reſtrial Kingdoms,to ſhut out tizule 
that are in them. AnJ they ought 
all9 to remember, that he his no 
mor? Authority by the Power of 
his Keys, or of Binding an4 Loo- 
ling, than any other Bithopz for 
che Keys were given £o all the reſt 
of the Apoſtles, as well as to St. 
Peter. For Chrilt ſpeaks thus. Re- 
H COVE 
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ceive ye the Holy Gho/t, whoſoever Sins 
ye remit, they are remitted wnto 
them: and whoſoever Sips ye retain, 
they are retrined, It is then mant- 
teſt, that it 1s contrary to the Wull 
of je{us Chrift, that any Miniſter 
of the Goſpel ſhould claim Autho- 
rity above another 3 for they are all 
inditterer:tly joyned in one Com- 
miſſion, and conſequen:ly have all 
equal Authority, And therefore 
the Pope has no more. Authority 
by the Vertue of his Keys than any 
cther Biſhop, that is to ſay, none 
at all to Depoſe Kings and Princes 
from their Thrones. His Duty 1s 
rather to obey them. and teach the 
ſame Obedience to others, as the 
Apofties of Chriſt did. For in the 
frſt Epiſtle of St. Peter, 2. 13. It 
is W-itten thus, Submit your [el es 
to every Ordinance of Men for the 
Lord”s {akeywhether it be to the King, 
As SUPreme, And St. Paul io ihe

be Subjeft to the higher Powers. Aid 
Jeius 
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Jeſus Chriſt himſelf ſaid, that his 
Kingdom was not of this world. He 
refulcd to be made a King, he pay- 
ed Tribute to Ceſar, and com- 
manded others to do the ſame. If 
then Chriſt were Subje&t to Ceſar, 
is 1t not a great ſhame to the Pope 
to exalt himſelf above Ceſaryl mean 
above Kings.

Succeſſor of the Apoſtles. For 
Chriſt has eine forbidden his

The Origine of this Error pro- 
cceds from the Popes of Romwezwho 
being exalted in an eminent degree 
ofGrandeur,could not be contented 
until they had ſet up Laws, though 
very irregular and unreaſonable 
and as It is uſual amongſt Conque- 
rors, had introduced and impos'd 
their own Language upon thoſe 
they had ſubdued and made their 
Slaves. So they have to the utter- 
moſt of their Power eſtabliſhed 
their Liturgics, Ceremonies and 
Language 1n all Churches, - that 
they might ſerve afterwards as 4 
Monument of their Juriſdiction 
and Authority upon others. 

2. I ſay that the Rowan Church 
doth diminiſh from the Word of 
God, when ſhe forbids the Read- 
ing of the Holy Scriptures to the 
common People.

Khkewiſe read the Epiſtle from Lao- 
aicea. 

However, as if the Church of 
Rome were Wiſer than Jeſus Chriſt; 
St. Fohy, St. Paul, and all other A- 
poſtles and holy Fathers, who did 
{o much, and ſo often recommend 
it, ſhe forbids it to the common 
People, ſtifly affirming that x 1s 
dan- 
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dangerous, that it cauſes Schiſms, 
ſeveral $ects and Herclies, For in 
the Council of Trent 1t is written, 
that if the Reading of the Holy Scrip- 
ture be permitted in a kuown Tongue 
amonaſt all People, it will be wore 
hus tful than profit able. 

The abuſe ſome make of the Ho- 
ly Scripture, oughr not generally 
to condema the ule of 1t ; other- 
wiſe the beſt things would be ta- 
ken away from us, becauſe they 
are ſometimes miſuſed. The uſe 
of Wine would be forbidden 5 be- 
caule many are Drunk with it, 
and is the caule of ſeveral Ditorders. 
It isenough to forbid what is effen- 
tially bad, without forbidding that 
which is etſentia''y good. Jeſus 
Chriſt doth not 5nly permut the 
Reading of the Toly Scripture to 
ſome particular 7-ws, but he en- 
joyns it unto all, + earch, faith he, 
the Scriptures, And that he may 
the hercer 1:1:/1ce them, he makes 
them remember, That in them they 
think 
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think they have ett3nal Life, He 
ſeems 1a another place to attri- 
bute all their Errors to the Igno- 
rance of that Sacred Book, when

The Pope Ge/a/iz, 1n the Year 
490. 2. Diſtinit, 2, Can, Compert- 
»uw, did D:cree, that all they 
ſhoald be Excommunicated, which 
would receive th? Lord's Supper 
but 1a one kind ; and his Prede- 
celTor Leo did call thoſe Sacrilegi- 
ous, that did-refuſe to take the

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And tho' in the general Council | 
of Conſtance, Seſl. 13. the Roman | 
Church do confets th.s holy Sacra- | 
ment was r=<cc1v'd 1a the Primitive | 
Church with the Bread and the | 
Cup; yet in the general Council 
of Trent ſhe {peaks thus, 1f ary man 
ſay that the Catho!lick Church had not 
J-4t Reaſons to give the Communion 
#o the Laics, and Clerks who da'd not 
fay Maſls,under the accidents of Bread 
only, and that ſpe Errid in this, let 
him be Anathema. 

The Reaſons, ſatth the Roman 
Church, why they took che Cup 
from them, are many Inconveni- 
encies and ſeveral Abſurdities. 

Anſwer, that beſides there is 
no Inconvenierncy, though there 
ſhouid be any, it ought not to be 
above the Commandment of Jeſus 
Chriſt and St, Pa#/, Chriſt, the 
Primitive Church, and the Apo- 
ſtles were very Wile, and Wiſer 
than ſhall ever be the Church of 
Rome +; and lince they have com- 
manded 
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manded and given the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper with theCup, 
the Roman Church ought to tollow 
| their example and obey them. The 
| Jnconveniencies, which,they ſup- 
| pole at this day, as that the Flies 
{ May fail into the Cup, or that the 
| Communicant's Beard may touch 
| the Blood, were in rhe time of Je- 
| ſus. Chriſt and hts Apoſtles : Had 
there been any Inconveniency, Je- 
| ſus Chriſt and his Apoſtles ihould: 
have certainly remedy'd it. There- 
fore ſince they have not forbidden 
the Cup to the common People, 
who did then receive the Commus-- 
| nion, the. Churclr of Kozve ought 
' not now to forbid it, 

The Origine of taking the Cup. 
from the common People proceeds: 
from Tranſubſtantiation, which be. 
| 139 believed producesConmromtancy o 
| and from this Conmcomitazcy follows: 
ed this concluſion, that the Lazcs 
ought to be contenred with: the. 
conſecrated Bread, becaule the.

Blood of Chriſt was therein contai- 
ned as well as In the Cup. 

But I have already prov d, that 
there is no Tranſubſtantiation in 
the Sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
per : And though there were any, 
the Roman Church ought not to 
take away the Cup from the Peo- 
ple ; becauſe Jeſus Chriſt, his A- 
poſtles, and the Primitive Church 
did not take it from them; and 
becauſe Sr. Paul orders every one 
to take it, when he ſaith, Let x 
man examine himſelf, and ſo let him 
eat of that Bread and arink of that 
Cup. 

4. I fay that the Roman Church 
diminiſhes from the Word of God, 
when ſhe forbids every one to Eat 
Fieth tn certain times and days 5 
and all Prieſts, Monks and Nuns 
t5 Marry: For St. Pay, writing to 
the Colo/ans 2. 16. Ipeaks thus, 
{ef m9 11 Judge oh 'n meat and 
arini, And in bis! firſt- Epiſtle to 
the C:rinthians 10. 24. 6. Whats 
ſoerer, 
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fſoever,faith he, is ſold in the Sham- 
bles, that eat, asking no queſtion for 
Conſcience ſake, If any of them, 
that believe not, bid you to a Feaſt, 
and ye be diſpoſed to go, whatſoever 
is ſet before you, eat. And writing 
to Timothy, he ſaith, That every 
creature of God is good, and nothing 
tobe refuſed, if it be received with 
thankſgiving. | 

And concerning Marriage, Cor. 
9. 6, he ſpeaks thus, Have we not 
power to lead about a ſiſter a wife, as 
well as other Apoſtles, and as the 
Brethren of the Lord and Cephns ? 
And in the 1 to Timothy 3. 2. he 
ſaith, That a Biſhop can be the hns- 
baud of one wife, And inthe 13 
to the Hebrews, that Marriage is 
honourable to all, and the bed nnde- 
fited, out wh :-mn .gers and adultes 
7ers God wit jiage, And inthez 
to Timothy 4. 3. he tells us, that 
ferv1idding to marry,and commanding 
to abſtain from meats is a aottrine of 
Devils, And Jeius Chrilt R_ 
1Q- . 
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honoured ſo much the Marriage 
of the Prieſts, that he did chuſe the 
Son of the High Prieſt Zachir:zs to 
be his Fore-runner. To avoid For- 
nication,ſaith St. Paul, 1 Cor. 7.2. 
Let every man have hu own wife, 
and let every woman have her own 
husband. 

And notwithſtanding all theſe 
Texts of the holy Scripture, the 
Roman Church commands, under 
the . pain- of Sin unto Death, and 
conſequently of Damnation, to ab- 
ſtain from Fleſh. in certain times 
and days ; and forbids all Biſhops, 
Prieſts and Clerks to marry, And 
though 1n the Council of wice, of 
which rhe Eccleſiattical Hiſtorian. 
ſpeaks thus, 1? pleaſed ſome Biſhops 
to introduce 4 aeiv Lay inthe Church; 
that tnoje, who were drd-cated to ho- 
ly Miniſtry , namely the. Biſhops, 
Prieſts, Eliers and Deacons, ſhould 
lie 10 more with their wives, But 
Panhautius 4» Egyptian Biſhop,and 
wh: h1% one of his Eyes pluckt out for 
the 
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the Confeſſion of Feſus Chriſt, roſe up, 
| and oppoſed them, ſaying, That they 
ought not to impoſe ſoheauy a Toke 
| becauſe Marriage was honourable in 
ail, and the Bed unacrfiied s and that 
| this Prehibition would be hurtful to 
the Church, becauſe all men had not 
the Gift of Continence ; which did fo 
much prevail, that the Council con- 
ſented to his opinion, Hiſt. tripart. 
[, 2.C. 14. Yet Gregory the VIith. 
with cruel - Decrees of Excommu-»- 
nication,deprived Miniſters of their 
Wives, and forced the Clergy to 
the Vow of Continence. And the 
Counc1l ot Treat, Sefl. 23. Can,11. 
forvids Marriave to all Clerks that 
are in Oraers, and to all Regulers or 
Menks thit have made a ſolemn Vow 
of Cha/lity , andthundereth Anathe- 
ma againſt thoſe that ſay they may 
marry, notwithſlandins they feel 
they have net the Gift of Chaſtity, 
And fo this Council doth got only 
oppoſe the Primitive Church, and 


the Apoſtles, but even the Law, 
which 
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which God himſelf has Pronouns 
ced. For when he ſaid, Thou jþ:lt 
pot commit Adultery, thou thalt not 
be a Whoremongcrz it 5 as if he 
ſhould ſay, Thou ſhalt make uſe of 
Marriage, which is a proper means 
to avoid thetz two great Sins. lt 


is an implicit Commandment of | 


God made to all Men and Women 
that have not the Gift of Conti- 
nence, 1n what ſtate and condicion 
ſoever they be. 

Objection, The Monks and Nuns 
have made a ſolemn Vow of perpe- 
tual Chaſtity ; therefore they can- 
not marry. 

: T Anſwer that they cannot, and 
ought not to make ſuch a Vow. 
For every Vow, to be good, ac- 
cording to the very Principles of 
the Church of Rowe, onght to have 
two Conditions: It ought to be of 
a good thing. and ought tobe 1n 
ourPower. When the Fews made 
a Vow, that they would neither 
Eat nor Drink, till they had*kill'd 
Part, 
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Paul ; that Vow was void, and 
they were not obliged by it : For, 
had it been in their Power, yet 
| it was of a bad thing. ' And when 
| Facob did Vow unto God, if he 
could return in peace into his Fa- 
ther's Huule, the Lord inould be 
| his God, and would offer untohim 
the Tenth part of his Goods, Ger. 
28.20. That Vow was guod, be- 
cauſe it .contained the iwo requi- 
red Conditions for a good Vow. It 
was of a good thing, and in his 
Power. When Monks and Nuns, 
at ſixteen years oid, Vow unto 
GJ Almighty to keep a perpetual 
-haſtity, that Vow doth not bind 
tlem,becaulc it is made of a thing 
vnich 1s not 1n their Power ; For 
C'ontinence 182 Gitt of God, He 
Gd... not zran:t it to every body, 
but co whom he pleaſes, 4<tth.19, 
17, Therciore thoſe only, that are 
ind,co wr 1 1t, are bound io kee 
ir. {i inzret re when he, that has 
Vowed 32 perpetual Chaſtity, finds 


by 
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by experience, he is often troubl'd 
with the Luſts of the Fleſh ; and, 
though he has ſeveral times called 
vponGod,they (till continue to tor» 
ment him, it is a certain ſign that 
God has not granted him the Gift 
of Continence , and therefore will 
have him to make uſe of Marriage, 
which 15 honourable amongſt all, 
and which he has appointed as a 
means to keep Mankind, and as 2 
remedy to pacifte our inordinate 
Paſſions. For, when he made 
Man, he ſpeaks thus, t 3s not good 
for a man to be alone, I will orve him 
4 companion, Gen. 2.18. He maae 
them male and female, and for this 
cauſe, he ſaid, that man ſhall forſake 
Father and Mother, and cleave to 
bis wife, Matth. 19. And St. Paul 
faith, That, to avoid fornication e- 
very man ought to have his own wife, 
and every womin her own hus: ad, 
fer it 15 "they to marry thin burn, 
FCor. 7. Formerly young Wo- 
men were nvt admitted to take 
the 
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the Nun's Vail, till they were for- 


[ty years old, as it may be ſcen, 


Cay. Sanitimoniales cauſa 20. 9.1, 
And though St, Pas! ſpeaks thus, 
I will that younger women marry,bear 
childyen, guide the houſe : Let not a 
widow be taken in the number under 
threeſcore years old, but the youn- 
ger widows vefuſe, for when they 
have bepun'to wax wanton againſt 
Chriſt, they will marry, 1 Tim 5. 
Yet thoſe of the Church of Rome 
laugh now at this Ordinance and 
Cuſiome : For they ſhut up young 
Maids ia Monaftries, before they 
have. any true knowledge of God, 
of the World, and .of Themſelves. 
So..Khea Sylvia Numitor's Daugh- 
ter was ſhut up in the Monaltry 
of Yeſfte by her Uncle Amulize, 
who. had expelled N»mitor for fear 
the. ſhould marry, and get Chil- 
dren able to revenge and re-obtaia 
her Father's Eſtate. They are ſhut 
up-in Iron Cages, as wild Beaſts, 
and mad Folks,for fear they ſhould 
7h K 
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commit any diſorder. By this 
Priſon, wherein they are ſhut up; di 
and by this Prohibition of Gregory, hi 
That all Prieſts and Clerks ought not of 
fo converſe, nor dwell with women, Q 
nor ſo much as with their Mothers, 
Siſters, and Kindred, leſt it ſhould *< 
happen to them, as it happened to the C 
Son of David. It is clear that nei-| 
ther the one nor the other have the | *; 
Gift of Continence, for if they | © 
were endued with it, for what || © 
end all theſe Iron Cages to the | © 
Nuns, and all thoſe tri Prohibi- | | 
tions to the Prieſts? And if they | ' 
have not the Gift of Continence, | * 
St. Pau/ commands them to marry, | ' 
and conſequently they - are not 
bound to keep their Vows. There- 
fore all Prieſts, Monks and Nnus, 
are obliged to them but upon 
this condition, that God has endued 
them with the Gift of Continence. 
As he, that made a Vow to be a 
great Philoſopher, or famous Ora- 
tor, 15 not bound to the perfor- 
Mance 
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mance of that Vow but upon con- 
dition, that God gives him a ſut- 
ficient Wir and Strength for the 
obtaining of theſe two eminent 
Qualities. I haveihe Gift of Con- 
tinence, theretore ] make a Yow 
to keep a perpetual Chaſtity, that 
Conſequence is good, Burt I pro- 
miſe unto God a perpetual Chaſti- 
ty, therefore he (hall give me the 
Gift of Continence, this Conſe- 
quence 1s not good. For 1n the 
Contracts we make with Men, our 
Promiledoth not oblige us, but as 
it is accepted by him, ro whom we 
makeit.. And whea a young Man 
and Maid at fixtecn years old,  {o. 
lemaly promile unto God a per- 
petual Chaſtity, who told them 
that God did accept their Promiſe 2 

Therefore, {ince many Monks, 
Nuns, and Prieſts, have neither the 
Gift of Continenc:, nor any afſu- 
rance that they thall have it all the 
Days of their Lives 1t 15a Raſh- 
neſs to chem to promiſe what 1s 
K 3 not 
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not in their Power. Therefore their 
Yow wanting the laſt Condition 


to make it good, becomes void ;' 


_ therefore they may, and ought to 
Marry. For tu u better to Marry 
than to Burn, and Marriage is Ho- 
nourable in all, but the Whoremon- 
gers and Adulterers God will Fuage. 
The Origine of Monaſtical Life, 
came from ſeveral Chriſtians, who 
in the time of Perſecution retired 
into deſert Places. And when Per- 
ſ{ecution ceaſed, many of them re- 
ſted there, either becauſe they 
were uſed tothatiCalm, Innocent, 
and retired way of Lite, or becauſe 
they were afraid to fall again into 
Perſecution. But this Monaſtical 
Life was quite different from that 
which 1s now feen at this day. For 
then they made no Vow of perpe- 
tual Chaſttiy , they lived with the 
Labour of their Hands, and many 
of them were Married, 
And St. Cyprian, I. 1. Epilt. g. 
C, 11. tells us, that the Virgins, 
B- who 
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who did Conlecrate» themſclves 
unto God, that they might relieve 
the Poor, had the liberty of break- 
ing their Vow of perpetual Chas 
ſtity, when they thought, they 


might beter ſerve God in the State 


of Marriage, than in that of Vir» 
g101ty. 

Let us then conclude, ſince 
thoſe, who contrary to Chriſt's 
Doctrine, and the Law of Nature 
perſecute, and caule Men to die, 
merely becauſe they are not of 
their Opinion and Religion, are 
Cruel and Tyrannous ; fince thoſe 
that do Worſhip the Creature for 
the Creator, are Idolaters; and 
ſince thoſe, that do add totheWord 
of God, and diminiſh from it ſeye- 
ral Articles both of Faith and Pra- 
ice, are Hereticks. 

The &992an Church, contrary to 
Chriſt's Docrine and the Law of 
Nature, Perſecuting and cauſing 
Men to Die, merely becauſe the 
are not of her Opinion and Religt- 
ol g 
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on 3 Worlhiping the Creature for 
the Creator ; and adding to the 
Word of God, and diminiſhing 
from it ſeveral Articles of Faith and 
| Practice, 1t doth evidently follow, 
by that ſhe is Tyrannous, Idolatrous 
| and Heretick, 
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Firſt Sermon of Repentance. 


Except ye repent, ye ſhall all 
kkewiſe periſh, Luke 1 3. 3- 


F LZncifer with all his proud 
and obſtinate Compantons 3 
if Dzves, Fudas, and many 
other wicked Men were ca 

into Hell, and did all likewiſe pe- 
riſh , it is becauſe they did not re- 
pent of their Sins. But there 15 
this difference between Angels and 
Men, chat though God,. according - 
to all Divines, did not grant the. © 
orace Of Repentance to the former, i 
yet hedid not rcfuic-it to the lat= +4 
ter : For, ſpeaking concerning 
Man, he faith, Ezechiel 18. 32. 
1 will not the death of a Sinner, 
but that he turn and live, 
Repentance 1s called by St. As 
fin a ſecond Plank after Ship- 
" - D wrack. 
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wrack. For, when Men have 
made Ship-wrack, to lay hold on a 
Plank, is their only remedy , o, 
when in the vaſt Ocean of this 
World,they are loſt by Sin,the only 
remedy left them, that they may 
not eternally periſh, is Repentance, 
If I begin to Preach unto you 
this excellent Virtue, . ye are not 
to wonder at me, for I do nothing 
but what St. Fohz the Baptiſt, Fe- 
ſus Chriſt, the Apoſtles, and Holy 
Prophets, have done, when they 
began to Preach and convert Sin- 
ners. Repent ye, for the Kingdom 
of Heaven is at hana, ſaid Feſus 
Chriſt in his Firſt Sermon ; and in 
the words of my Text he ſpeaks 
thus, eweps' ye repent, ye ſhall all 
likewiſe periſh. By thele words ye 
ſhall ſee the neceſſity and utility of 
Repentance , but becauſe it is hard 
to Men, firſt I will ſhew you its dif- 
ficul:y. That Repentance is hard, 
will be the firſt part of my diſ- 
courſe ;, that.its.neceſlary, will be 
SE LIINÞ the 
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the ſecond, and that it is very uſe- 
ful. will be the third. 

7. Part. I muſt confeſs that Re- 
pentance is very hard; the Latin 
word Penitentis does evidently 
ſhew it, for it means nothing bur 
pain and grief. Indeed there 15 

nothing in this World more diffi- 
cuit to Men than Repentance,whe- 
ther we conſider it in reſpect of the 
Creator, or 1n reſpect of the Crea- 
ture. 

If we conſider it in re{pe@ of the 
Creator, God muſt, withour fOr- 
cing our wills, make a change in- 
our minds and Heart He muſt 
change the mind and heart of him, 
that feeds an Inclination for re- 
venge. Love mult take the place. 
of hatred ; meckneſs and clemenc: 
that of bitterneſs and cruelty. God 
muſt, without deſtroying the free 
will of Man, work ſo in his mind 
and heart, as to make him forſake 
and renounce the Obje&, which he 
loves beſt, and without which he 
B 2 Cal- 


4 Firſt Sermon 


cannot live. This is harder to God 


(if I may ſpeal; ſo) than to create 
Heaven and Earth: For, when God 
would create all the things that 
are in this World, he only taid, /c: 
there be ſuch a thing, and prelently 
it was created. But when he will 
convert a Sinner, and will have him 
to foriake his wickedneſs, what re- 
fiſtance and oppoſition does he not 
find, notwithſtanding the different 
means he makes ule of. 

For Oftentines God, willing to 
induce a Sinner to repent of his ſins, 
cheriſhes him as 2 Nurſe does her 
"Young {ſucking Child;and as a good 
Husband his Faithful Wife. Some- 
times.he threatens him, as a carc- 
ful Father threatens his dilobedient 
Son 3 as a good Matter his unruled 
Servant; and as a juſt Judge his 
guilty Priſoner. And yet his che- 
riſhings and threatnings do very of- 
ten prove vain and unprofitable. 
The ſinner remains in his Crimes, 
and will not repent of them. 

Gad, 
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God, according to his ordinary 
way in the Converſion of a Sinner, 
mult give hima preventing Grace, 
and afterwards an aſliſting ones 
and though theſe two Graces be 
ſufficient for a true and ſincere 
Converlion, yet to pals from Pows- 
er to AR, he muſt needs give him 


another Grace, which is called ef- 
This is the difficulty of . 


fectual. 
Repentance conſidered in reſpect of 
God our Creator. 

But it is more hard and difficult, 
if we conſider it in reſpect of the 
Creature, Fora Man, who got a 
oreat ſtore of Goods by an Unjuſt 
way, is bound to reſtore them 
wholly to him they belong to; for, 
as faith St. Auſtin, Non remittitur 
Peccatum, niſi reſtituatur, ablatum. 
A Senſual and Carnal Man, who 


wholly devoted himſelf to worldly 


Delights and Pleaſures, is obliged 
to furſake them for ever. What 
Pain, and what - Difficulty does he 
not find, when he takes reſolution 

, B 3 to 
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toleave them? And this Difficul- | 
ty is the greater, if he be an old 
Sinner, and got a bad Cuſtom. 
For, can the Ethiopian change his 
Skin, faith the Prophet Feremih, 
or the Leopard his Spots, then may 
ye alſo do good, that are accuſtomed to 
do evil, 13. 23. 

We ſee that every day by our 
. own experience, eſpecially if a 
Man be - accuſtomed either to 
Drunkenneſs or Impurity. For 
then he will find a great difficulty 


to ſubdue and forſake his filthy and Þþ 


diſhoneſt Paſſion. If Grace invites 
him to abandon his Sins, and truly 
Repent of them, Nature pre'ent- 
ly oppoſes it ſclf, and gives him a 
quite contrary Mind, 

There is a Fight in that Man be- 
tween Natureand Grace. And to 
_ ſpeak otherwiſe, there are two 
Men in that Mar; the' Mats of 
Grace, and the Man of Sin. The 
Man of Grace is willing to forſake 
his'Sins, and Repent of them, and 
« the 


of Repentance. 
the Man of Sin is unwilling 
Man of Grace ſpeaks thus, theſe 


many Years I have committed. 


Sins, I muſt now foriake them, 
with all the guilty Pleaſures of this 
World, and I muft wholly confe- 
crate my ſelf unto God. And the 
Man of Sin faith, what! wilt 
thou forſake thoſe Delights, Plea- 
ſures, Sports and Recreations, 
which ſo many Men ſigh after, and 
with ſo great a Paſſion, as if their 
ſoveraign Happineſs were truly 


Grace ſauth, come, I will Repent ; 
and the Man of Sia replies, not yet, 
not now, ſtay a little longer 1 pray 
thee. To make it ſhort, there 1s 
a wonderful Battel in this. poor 
Man's Heart and Mind. Tlook up- 
on him as upon a Ship 1n a great 
and furious Storm: For as this 
Ship by the violence of Waves, 
goes ſometimes as high as © the 
Clouds, and preſently ſeems to go 
down into the bottom of the _—_ 
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ſo this Man Aſcends into Heaven 
by Grace, and Deſcends into Hel! 
by Sin. What ſtrange Fight do 
we ſee in this poor and nulſerable 
Creature? What difficulty does 
he not find, when he 1s willing to 
forſake his Sins? And when he 
delays from day to day, that Diffi- 
-* culty encreaſes, for two Reaſons. 
The firſt 1s taken from Grace,. and 
the Second from Sin. The Reaſon 
taken from Grace is, that being 
neceſſary to forſake Sins, it goes a- 
way, and 'forſakes the Creature, - 
that is delaying from day.to day. 
The other Reaſon taken from Sin, 
is becauſe. it is compared unto a 
young Tree, which grows every 
Month ſtronger and ſtronger, and 
is hardly pluck'd out, if weler it 
grow ſeveral Years. For it 1s ea- 
tie to a Hedge-hog to thruſt out 
her Youngs before their Briſtleg be 
rown ſtrong ; but if ſheſtays too 
ong, ſhe ſhall rather die, then ex- 
pel them out of their Hole... Sin is 


like 
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like unto a Hedge-hag for it is, 
eaſte to caſt it out of our Hearts, 
when it is Young, I mean in its. 
beginning ; but if we ſtay too long, 
what difficulty ſhall we not find to 
pluck it out of them 2 Such as the 
Ethiopian in changing his Skin, 
and the Leopard his Spots. 
Wherefore-we muſt confeſs,that- 
Repentance is hard and difficult 
to Men, whether conſidered 1n re- 
ſpect of the Creator, or in refpeRt 
of the Creature. Nevertheleſs it is 
neceſſary, unleſs we will all periſh. 
And this I am going to ſhew you 
in the ſecond part of my Diſcourſe. 
2, Part. This Man, who was 
ſent from God, to bear witneſs of 
the Light, that all Men through 
him might believe ; this Man, I 
mean St. Fon the Baptiſt, began 
his Sermons by this neceſſary Vir= 
tue. And when Jeſus Chrilt be- 
gan to Preach, he began with thele 
Words, Repent ye, for the kingdoms 
of heaven is at hand, Theſe two 
Exam- 
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+Examples would be ſufficient” to 
convince us of the neceſlity of 
Repentance. But that I may re- 
move all Doubts from your Minds, 
I will prove that we are obliged to 
Repent of our Sins, for two Rea- 
ſons. Firſt, becauſe we have of- 
fended God, who is our . Father ; 
and ſecondly, becaule if we do not 
Repenit, we ſhall all be unhappy 
{or ever. 

That God is our Father, all 
Chriſtians do- acknowledge this 
Truth, for, as often as, they ſay 
the Lord's Prayer, they confeſs 
God to be their Father. Yes cer- 
tainly God is our Father, fince he 
made and Created- us: And to 
ſpeak properly, he only is our Fa- 
ther. Call zo man Father on earth, 
for one is your Father, which is in 
Heaven, Matth. 23. 9. He 1s 
more properly our Father, than 
thoſe that brought us into the 
World ; becauſe he not only con- 
curs with: them in the ProduQion 


of 
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of our Bodies, but alſo becauſe he 
alone Created our Souls, and 
makes us partakers of his holy 
Grace, whereby we become his 
Children. If then it be true, that 
God is our Father, likewiſe it is 
certain we have Sinned againſthim 
two different weywypnruey, when 
we have done thoſe things, which 
we ought not to have done 3 and 
negatively, when we have left un- 
done thoſe things which we ought 
to have done. | 

We have offended him in our 
Hearts, in our Underſtandings, by 
our Tongues, by our Hands, Feet, 
Ears and Eyes. In our Hearts and 


Underſtandings we have ſinned a- 


oainſt God, as often as we have 
thought and deſired any thing con- 
trary to his holy Commandments. 
With our Tongues we have offen-

ded him, as many times as we- 


took his Name in vain, or ſpake 


ill Words, or were Slanderers, or * 


falſe Witneſſes againſt, our Neigh- 
bours, 
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Neighbours. With our Hands, 
as often as we did ſtrike any body, 
or Kob him of his Goods. With 
our Feet, when we went into 
thoſe places, which we knew to 
be to us an occaſion of Sin. With 
our Ears, when we took delight 
in hearing impure and obſcene 
Words. And with-our Eyes, as 


often as we did read bad Books,and. 


=_ upon a Woman to Luft after 
er. 
| Seeing then we have ſo many 
ways linned againſt God, who 1s 
our Father, I think it is very rea- 
ſonable we ſhould Repent. And, 
if to Repent 1s nothing but to weep 
for our Sins, and:commit them no 
more, are we not obliged to it, 
ſince we have (ſinned againſt him *< 
How cruel it is, faith St. Auſtin, to 
offend ſuch a Father, and willingly 
commit any thing againſt his Com- 
manaments! We did fall into 
' ſucha Cruelty, as often as we have 
ſinned againſt him. It is then ve- 


ry 
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ry necefſary we ſhould Repenr. 
Therefore let us weep for our Sins, 
and commit them no more. Let 
us begin to day, at this very hour 
and moment, and continue all the 
days of our Lives. Let us beg him 
Forgiveneſs ; and kneeling with a 
contrite Heart, let us ſay as the 
prodigal Child, Father 1 have ſin- 
ned againſt heavexs, ana before thee, 
and am wo more worthy to be called 
thy ſon, Let us imitate, Davza, 
| St, Peter, and Mary Magaalen : 
They have Sinned, but they have 
Repented. They bitterly wept 
for their Treſpaſſes, and commait- 
ted them no more. We have fol- 
| lowed them in their Sins, let us 
| follow them alſo in ther Repen- 
tance, Weare obliged to't, fee- 
ing we have offended God, who is 
our Father. 

The ſecond Reaſon why we are 
obliged to Repent, 1s becaule if 
we do not, we ihail certainly be 
unhappy for ever. 

He 
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He that is caſt into an eternal Fire, 
i5-Miſerable and Unhappy for ever, 
jceing he endures there exceeding 
immoderate Torments. For he 
undergoes two forts of Pains, one 
Privative, and the other Poſitive, 
1. Privative, becaule in that burn- 
ing Priſon he is deprived from the 
ſight of God, who is infinitely beau- 
titul, good, perfect, and conle- 
quently infinitely worthy to be lo- 
ved z and put out of the Company 
of Telus Chriſt, of the Angels, and 
all bleſſed Souls 3 thereby loſing all 
the Delights, Treaſures and Ho- 
nours which arefound 1n the King- 
dom of Heaven. 

2. Poſitive, Becauſe he that is 
in that fiery Priton, is always full 
of Sorrow, Fury, Grief and Del- 


Tears, Sighs, Groanings, gnaſhing 
of Tecth, and innumerable other 
Torments, which no Tongue can 


pair, being detained 1n a place of 


expreſs. Therefore if he, that is in þ 
ar eternal Fire, wherein he is ſuf- | 


tering 
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fcring all theſe poſitive and priva- 
tive torments, which I have jult 
now deſcribed unto you, be un- 
happy and miſerable for ever ; it 1s 
| certain, we ſhall be fo, unleſs we 
repent. For except ye repeat, {auth 
jeius Chriſt 1n the words of my 

Text, ye ſhall all likewiſe periſh, 
We may believe Jeſus Chriſt, 
the axe, ſaith he, zs /aid nato the 
root of the Trees5 therefore every 
Tree, which brings not farth good 
fruit, is hewen down, and caſt into 
the fire ; yes Certainly, except we 
repent, we ſhall not eſcape theſe 
eternally burning Priſons we {ball 
undergo all the Torments contain- 
ed thereinz we ſhall be unfortu- 
| nate, and all periſh for ever. For, 
| fince God did not forgive his An- 
gels, and did caſt into Hell the Tn- 
habitants of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
with Dives, Fudas, and ſeveral 0- 
thers, becauſe they would not for- 
ſake their Sins ; let us be certain, 
if we do not repent, we ſhall re- 
GN ceive 
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ceive alike puniſhment ; we 22uſt 
either burn or repent, ſaith St. Auſtin, 
and excepe ye repent, ſaith Jeſus 
Chriſt, ye ſhall all likewiſe periſh. 

| Are we then willing to eſcape 


theſe eternally tormenting Flames? | 


have we a. delire that our Sins 


ſhould not be puniſh'id of God? F 
we muſt needs puniſh them our | 
ſelves, whilſt we live in this 
World. wilt thou not have Godto | 
puniſh thy fins £ ſauth St. Auſtin,pu- 
wiſh them thy ſelf}, for every iniquity | 
either great or ſmall, i to be puniſht | 
either by repenting Man, or by a re- | 


venging God. 


And that we may be the more |

Before I make it appear unto you» 
that Repentance blots out all our 
Sinsz ye muſt know, that Sin is 
hurtful for three ſpecial Effe&s.. 1. 
Becaule 1t kills our Souls. The Soul, 
ſaith Ezekiel, that ſinneth, it ſhall 
die, 18.4. But how can Sin kill 
our Soul, ſince it 1s immortal ? 
The reaſon is, becaule there is a 
double life in our Soul ; one na- 
tural, and another ſupernatural. 
As for the former life, our Soul 
does not loſe it-by Sin, but as for 
the latter, which 1s more excellent 
than the other 3 and without 
which natural life is nothing but. 
ſorrow, milery, trouble and grief, 
Sin kills it. The Soml, that finneth, 
it (hall ate. 

Secondly, Sin 15 hurtful, becauſe 
| thereby we loſe infinite Riches 

both of Body and Soul; we loſe. 
\ faith Lanrence Fuſtinian in his Ser- 
mon concerning St. Johz the Evan: 
gceliſt,the Whitenels of Innocency, 
rhe Gown of Immortality, the Pu- 

C 3 rity 
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rity of the Soul, the ſweetneſs and 
deiight of Contemplation , the li- 
berty of Spirit, the Kingdom of 
Heaven, the Society of Angels, 
and the Love of God. 

Thiraly, Sin 1s hurtful, becauſe 
he that Sinneth, from the Child of 
God becomes the Child of the De- 
vil, He that commits Sin, fauth 
St. John, t#s of the Devil, for the De- 
vil ſinneth from the beginning , 
1 John 3. 8. 

If Sin be ſo hurtful,as I have made 
it appear, Repentance muſt needs 
be very advantageous, ceing it 
blots out all our Sins. This Truth 
15 evident by theſe Words, Repert 
ye, and be converted, that your ſins 
m1y 'e blottedout, Acts 3. 9g. For 
45 the Sun expelis Darknels, be- 
cauſe of the eſſential Oppoſition 
they have one with another ; like- 
wile Repearance expeils Siv1s, It 
is like unto that Fuol, whereof it 1s 
{poken 1n the Fifth Chapter of 
St. Fohn, whica whoſoever firſt, | 
after 


of Repentance. 9. 


after the troubling of the Water, 
ſtepped in, was made whole of 
whatſoever Diſeaſe he had. 
Witneſs David and Mary Mag- 
dalen, David did commit both 
Adultery and Murther. He killed 
Yriah with the Sword, and took a- 
way his Wife. He Repented of 
his Sins, he begged Pardon unto 
God, and ſaid, 1 have fizned againſt 
the Lord, 2 Sam. 13. 12. And 
what then? his Sins were blotted 
out, the Lord did torgive him, 
Mary Magdalene, whoſe Sins 
were many, and out of whom 
went ſeven Devils, Luke T7. She 
Repented of her Sins; for when 
ſhe knew, that Jeſus ſat at Meat in 
the Phariſees Houſe, brought an 
Alabaſter Box of Oyntment, and 
ſtood at his Feet with Tears, and 
did wipe them with the Hairs of 
her Head, and kiſſed his Feet and 
Anointed them. And what did 
happen unto her *« She heard 
Chriſt ſaying, thy Sins, which are 


many, 
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many, are forgiven, What happen- 
ed to David and Mary Magdalen, 
will certainly befall us, if we do 
imitate them 1n their Repentance. 
Though your Sins be as Scarlet, ſaith 
the Prophet 1ſaiah, they ſhall be as 
white as Snow ;, though they be red 
like Crimſon, they ſhall be as white 
4s Wool. 

Seconaly, Repentance 1s uſeful, 
becauſe thereby we obtain the 
Grace of God. Indeed there is no- 


thing more advantageous to Man | 


than God's Grace. For thereby we 
are made the Children of God,- not 
by Nature, but by Adoption. 
Thereby we are made Hers of God, 
and Foint-Heirs with Chriſt, Rom. 
8. 17. Andthereby we are made 
Partakers of all the Treaſures and 
Riches, which are found 1n the 
Kingdom of Heaven. It 1s then 
certain, that by Repentance we ob- 
tain the Grace of God. For accor- 
ding to all Divines, it 1s a Motion 
ircm Sin unto Grace. :In a Motion 
there 
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there are two ways, the way, 
whence we' depart, and that, 
which we go to, The way, whence 
we depart, and which we forſake, 
15 Sins and that which we go to, 
and which we obtain, 1s Grace. 
The Publican, whom it 15 ſpoken 
of in St. Luke 18, 3. Does verifle 
the Truth of my Propoſition. He 
comes unjuſt into the Temple, and 
ſtanding afar off, would not lift up 
ſo much as his Eyes unto Heaven, 
but ſmote upon his Breaſt, ſaying 
God be merciful unto me a Sinner 3 
and he obtained Grace, for he went 
down to his Houſe juſtified. Is any 
one of us a Swearer, or Drunkard, 
Slanderer, Proud, or given to any 
| other Vice? He has loſt the Grace 
; of God. Is he willing to recover 
| 1t? Let him humble himſelf be- 
| fore God ; let him fall upon his 
| Knees, let him ſigh, weep, confeſs 
his Sins, Repent of them, and like 
the Publican, let him ſmice upon 
his Breaſt,and ſay,God be merciful 
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to me a Sinner; and then he will 
recover the Grace of God, and go 
into his Cabine juſtified, 

Thiraly, Repentance 1s uſeful, be- 
caule therein conſiſts the Salvation 
of all Men. Man was loſt twice. 
Firſt, by-the original Sin, which 
1s nothing but the Crime of 44, 
and called ours, becauſe our Will 
was incloſed in his, Secondly, by 
perſonal or acual Sin, fo called, 
becauſe it was committed by our 
own Will. The Sacrament of Bap. 
. tiſm, according to the common 0o- 
pinion, was ordered by Jeſus Chriſt 
to ſave Mankind from that firſt 
Ship-wrack ; and Repentance was 
Eſtabliſhed by God to ſave them 
from the ſecond. Therefore it is 
called the ſecond plank after 
Ship-wrack, and for that Reaſon 
therein conſiſts the Salvation of all 
Men. 

Certainly we cannot hope to be 
Saved without that moſt excellent 
and neceſſary Virtue, If all the _ 
oels 
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gels and Saints in Heaven would 
pray for the Salvation of an unre- 
penting Soul, their Prayers would 
be vain, and without any good 
Effet. And Jeſus Chriſt himſelf, 
faith Thomas Aquinas, cannot make 
happy, and ſave an ynrepenting 
Soul, «# fc, that is, whilſt ſhe re- 
mains in Sins for there is a con» 
tradition between to be happy 
and remain 1n Sin; between to 
be ſaved, and to be unrepenting.z 
Except ye repent, ye ſhall al likewiſe 
periſh, Therefore by a contrary 
conſequence, if ye repent, ye ſhall 
be ſaved, and therefore in a true 
and fincere Repentance conſiſts the 
Salvation of all Men. | 
Dear Friends ! have mercy up- 
on your Souls; be careful to pre- 
ſerve them, for they are infinitely 
more to be valued than all the 
things in the World beſides, be- 
cauſe they are made after the L 
mage of God. For it was God, 
that breathed into Man the Breath 
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of Life, as ye may read in the. 2. 


Ch. of Gezeſis, Now God being. 
of the greateſt excellency , the. 


more any thing 1s like him, the 
more it 15 to be valued. Bur it is 
certain, that no . Creature upon 
Earth is at all ike God but the Soul 


of Man, and therefore nothing 


ought to have ſo much of your 
Care. 

As for your Bodies, ye ought to 
imploy them for His Majeſty's Ser- 
vice,for the defence of your Coun- 
try, for the maintainance of your 
Wives and Children, for the Glo- 
ry of your Nation, and for the pre- 
ſervation of your Properties and 
Liberties, and eſpecially of your 
Religion, which ought to be dear- 
er to you than your Lives ; ye 
ought not to be afraid to be woun- 
ded, nor even to be killed, for zf 
is appointed to all men oxce to ate, 
and there is nothing more glorious 
than to die for theſe aforeſaid con- 
fiderations, Horatins, Scevola, and 

ſeveral 
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ſeyeral others brave and generous 
Men,ſfo much renowned in the Ro- 
man Hiſtory, did willingly give 
their Lives for the Service of their 
Princes, and for the preſervation 
of their Country. 

I ſpeak only. of your Souls, and 
of the great care ye are to take of 
them, for if ye once Joſe them, 
they are loſt for ever, If ye had 
two Souls, in loſing one, ye could 
ave the other, but ye have but 
one, and if ye be ſo unhappy as to 
loſe it, this loſs cannot be recove- 
red. I grant ye cannot lofe. your 
Souls in one lenſe, thar 1s, {o loſe 
them, that they ſhall ceaſe to be 3 
| bur ye may loſe them 1n another, 
that is, ye may loſe that happy E- 
ſtate, to which they were created, 
and plunge them-into the extre- 
melt milery. Ina word, ye may 
loſe them in Hell, whence there 1s 
no fetching them back, 2nd lo they 
ars loſt for ever, 
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Take then care of your Souls, at 


Bodies. For, when your Bodies 
are out of Order, as foon as ye 
are {ick or wounded, preſently ye 
call for the Phyſician and Surgeon. 
But when your Souls are fick, 
woundcd by Sin, and infected 
with tjeveral ſpiritual Diſtempers, 
ye do not care to cure them by re- 
penting of your Sins. Neverthe- 
leſs, if ye do not repent, ye ſhall 
periſh for ever; ye look upon 
Death, as If it was very far from 
you 5 and, perhaps, at this very 
moment 1n one of theſe Ships, 
'that are here at anchor, there 15 
ſome body dzad without repenting 
of his Sins; and if fo, his Soul 15 
loſt for ever. Think ſeriouſly of 
this, and make a good uſe of this 
firſt infiru&ion I give you to day ; 
obey the exhortations, threatnings, 
and commandments of Jefus Chriſt 
our Lord and Redeemer. 
{aich St. 4»/f/z, with whar care and 
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diligence an unhappy Lover obeys 
his Miftreſles Commandments. He 
had rather difoblige every body 
chan diſpleaſe her. The only thing 
he fears, 1s to hear theſe dreadful 
words, be gone, 1 will ſee thee no 
More, A naughty Woman faith, 
1 will ſee thee no more, if thou 
doeſt not what I command thee 
and that frights him ſo much, thar 
he is forced to obey. And Jeſus 
Chriſt, who gave his life for our 
Salvation, faith unto us, if ye do 
not repent. of your Sins, ye ſhall 
be {eparated from my face, ye 
ſhall eternally periſh, and be caſt 
. Into Hell-fire tor ever ; and we 
will not obey. Are we not afraid 
to hear him ſaying £ Be gone, 1 
will ſee you no more ; Adepart from . 
me ye curſed into everlaſting fire, 
prepared for the Devil and his An- 
gels, That we may not hear thele 
terrible and dreadful words, let 
us obey Jeſus Chriſt, and re- 
2 IMS pent 
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_ pent of our Sins ; for excep? ye 
repent, ye ſhall all likewiſe pe- | 
riſh. 
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Above all things, my brethren, 
ſwear not, neither by heaven, 
neither by theearth, neither by 
any other oath, but let your 
yea, be yea, and your nay,nay';

Divine Providence confined us 
together, within the narrow Li- 
mits of a Ship, wherein we have 
eimeenough to edifie one another 
by our Tongues. God does daily 
preſent us with ſeveral Subjects. of 
Godly Diſcourſe; for how many 
Experiences of extraordinary Mers- 
cies and Preſervattons have we to 
relate one to another, and bleſs the 
Lord for © What Heavenly Im- 
ploy ment 15 there for our Tongues? 


We ſhould call upon. one another, 
and

on one another to Pay the Vows 
our Lips have uttered in our Di- 
ſtreſs. Thus we ſhould provoke 
one another, as one lively Bird ſets 
the whole Flock a Chearping.

of it. This 1s the caſe with moſt of 


Seamen, I ſay moſt of Seamen, for- 


there are (ome, mong(t them, that 
live Soberly and Godly, and know 
how to rule their Tongues. Above 
all things, my Brethren, Swear not, 
neither by Heaven, neither by the 


Earth, 
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Earth, neither by any other Oath, 
but let your yea, be yea, and your 
nay, nay ; left ye fall into conaem- 
nation. Thele words will give me 
occaſion to ſhew you two things, 
which ſhall make the two parts of 
my Diſcourſe , that there are two 
ſorts of Oaths or Swearing 5 one 
Lawful, whereby God is Glorified, 
and which fometimes we ought to 


fended, and which we ought to a- 


firſt part of my Diſcourſe ; and the 
Profane will be the ſecond. 

Firſt Part, An Oath is an Invo- 
cation to G2d, oran Appeal to him, 
as a Witneſs of the Truth of what 
we ſay. So that in caſe that which 
we Swear, be not True , we, if 
not expreſly, at leaſt virtually 1n- 
voke God as a Judge and Avenger. 

There are two forts of Oaths, 
one Aﬀertory, and the other Pro- 
milſſory ; an Aſſertory Oath is, when 
WCc 


make uſe of; and another Pro- - 
fane, whereby :od is highly of- 


void. The lawful Oath will be the. 
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we Swear and Certifie, that that 
thing which is in queſtion, 1s ſo as 
we lay, and a Promiſſory Oath is, 
when we prone by Oath fome 
thing that is future, and if our 
Promiſe be made direQly and im- 
mediately to God, *tis called a 
Vew ; iftoa Man, an Oath. This 
being ſuppoſed, and very true. 

I ſay with Dr. To/hbtſop, late 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, that an 
Oath is not only Lawful, but alſo 
is ſometimes neceſſary; as whea 
Men's -Eſtates are concerned, and 
no Evidence can be had to decide 
and clear thc matter, but what 1s 
aſſured by Oath. Then it is necel- 
ſary to make an end of, and decide 
the Controveiſie ; as it appears b 
theſe Words of St. Paul in the (ixt 
Chapter of his Epiſtle to the He- 
brews ; an Oath, ſaith he, for Con- 
fir mation u« an end of Strife. 

And its Lawfulneſs appears by 
ſeveral Texts of the Holy Scrip- 
ture, wherein God, who is Truth 
it 
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it ſelf, and cannot” lye, and conſe- 
quently might be believed of Men 
upon his bare Word, and. without 
neceſſity of making an Oath , yer 
to confirm his Promiſes, 1s willing 
totake it, For when God made his 
promiſes to Abraham, becauſe he 
could not ſwear by a greater, he ſwore 
by himſelf, God willing more abun- 
aantly to ſhew unto the heirs of pro- 
miſe the immmability of his connſel, 
confirmed it by an oath, Heb. 6. 17. 
Therefore if God himſelf Swears, 
and takes an Oath, why ſhall it 
not be Lawful to Men to take an 


Oath 1n dubious Matters, and of 


great Concerns, and when no E- 


vidence can be had to decide and 


clear them. 
Was not Mephibeſheth ſpared be- 
caulſe'of the Lord's Oath, that was 


between them, between David and 


Forathay the Son of Saul, as ye may | 
read, - $419.

Does not St. Paul-uſe 
them oftentimes * As when he 
ſaith, God is my Witneſs, Tcall God 
for 4 Record npon my Soul ; before 
God 1 lie not , which Oath St. Payl, 
who wasto teach the Precepts of 
Chrift to others, ſhould not have 
uſed, if they had been unlawful, 
and forbidden in the Holy Scrip- 
tures. | 

And Chriſt himſelf, as we may 
Read in-the 26th Chap. of St. 1ar- 
thew, did not refuſe ir, when the 
High Prieſt asked him to anſwer 
upon his Oath, whether he was 
the Son of God. 7 adjure thee, ſaith 


| the High Prieſt, by the /iving God, 


that thou tell us, whether thou be 
the Chrift the Son of God. And Feſits 
ſaid unto him, thou haſt ſaid. 


There- 
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Therefore, ſince Jeſus Chriſt 
himſelf does Anſwer, when.he is 
adjured upon Oath ; and St. Paul 
oftentimes called-God to witneſs, 
for the Confirmation of what he 
_ faith; 'ſeeing David, and ſeveral 

others in the Old Teſtament, and 


God himſelf, who cannot give us 


a bad Example, uſed it for the Con- 
firmation of his Promiles, it is a 
clear and evident Sign, that it 1s 
Lawful , and that we are to explain 
theſe Words of St. Matthew, ſwear 
z0t at all, asallo thoſeof my Text, 
above all things my brethren, ſwear 
zot. They ought to be interpreted, 
not generally, but in a limited 
Senſe, as only forbidding Swearing 
in common Converſation, and in 
our ordinary Commerce and Af- 
fairs; asit appears by theſe words 
immediately following, viz. - Let 
your communication be yea, yea, © and 
nay, nay ; for whatſoever is more 
than theſe comes of evil, _ + 


From 
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From whence it follows, though 
Swearing and Oaths ought to be 
avoided in our Converſations, be- 
cauſe they are then ſo many Sins, 
yet there 1s. a time, as when the 
Matter is doubtful, and of Concern, 
and no Evidence can be had toclear 
and decide it, when they are not 
only Lawful, but alſo very necef- 
ſary. The Corruption of humane 
Nature has made Maa ſuch a falſe 
and fickle Creature, that his ſingle 
Teſtimony cannot be ſufficient Se- 
curity for ' another, eſpecially 1n 
weighty- Caſes; and therefore in 
Swearing he calls God for a Wit- 
neſs of the Truth of what he ſaith, 

and affirms. | 
Now this calling, or asking a 
Teſtimony from God, makes an 
Oath become a part of Gad's Wor- 
thip, and gives him a great deal of 
Honour and Glory. For hereby he 
that Swears, acknowledges, 1. His 
Omniſciency. 2, His infallible 
Truth. and 3. His Righteouſneſs. 
E He 
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He acknowledges his Omaniſcien- 
cy ; for by his Appeal to him, he 
acknowledges him to be the 
ſearcher of Hearts and Reins, and 
that he knows the ſecret intents 
and meaning of our Spirits. He aC- 
knowledges alſo his infallible 
Truth ,; for this is manifeſtly car- 
ried in his Oath, that though he. 
be a falſe and deceitful Creature, 
ard his Affirmation cannot obtain 
univerſal and full Evidence, yet he 
that is greater than he, by whoſe 
Name he Swears, .cannot deceive. 
And lattly, he acknowledges his 
Righteoulneſs , for he that Swears, 
does either expreſly or implicitly 
put himſelf under the Curſe and 
Wrath of God, if he Swears falſly. 
Therefore ye ſee that there 1s an 
Oath, or Swearing, which 1s not 
only Lawful,where the Matter is of 
Concern,and cannot be clearedand 
decided but by Oath; but allo ne- 
ceſlary,and conducing to theGlory 
9.God. . But there is an other.Oath 
_ Pro- 
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Profane, . whereby God is highly 
offended, and which we ought to 
avoid 1n our converſation : and this 
I will ſhew 1a the ſecond” part of 
my Diſcourſe. 

2, Part. Idle words, and unpro- 
fitable talk, which are not referred 
to the glory of God, are to be a- 
voided in our converſation ; be- 
cauſe we are to give an account 
of them 1n the dreadful day of 
Judgment , according to theſe 
words of St. Matthew, every ale 
word, that Men ſhall ſpeak, they 
ſhall give an account thereof in the 
aay of Tudgment. And though this 
common evil be little regarded by 
Men, yet it is a Sin of a greater 
importance, than we can imagine. 

Firſt, Becauſe by idle and un- 
profitable words, we abuſe and 
pervert our tongue from that im- 
ployment, and uſe, which God 
by the Law of Creation had de- 
ſigned to. God did not give us 
the power of Speech (which is our 
2 EXCEl» 
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excellency above the Reaſts) to 
ſerve a vain humour, and talk 
fooliſhly ; but to extol and magni- 
fie our Creator, and render him 
the praiſe for all his admirable 
Works, and infinite Mercies eve- 


ry day beſtowed upon us. This 


was the end of God in giving us 


a Tongue and we do commonly 


1mploy it .in diſhonoring him that 
made it. 

Secondly, by idle and unprofita- 
ble words we waſte our precious 
time, which is but alittle Spot be- 
tween two Eternities, either of fe- 
licity, or miſery. God turns about 
theſe glorious Celeſtial Bodies over 
our Heads in a conſtant revolution, 
to beget time for us; and the pre- 
ciouſneſs of every minute thereof 


reſults from its uſe ; and therefore 


great things depead upon. it, and 
no leſs than our eternal Happineſs 
or Miſery, What an evil then is 
It to us, to waſte it away to no 
purpole, in our idle and _— 
ble 
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ble talking * which Sin is the more 
dangerous, . becauſe: few are ſen(i- 
ble of it':: Other Sins, as Murder, 
Adultery, and Theit, are ſeldom 
committed, becauſe they are hor- 
rible; and when they are commit- 
ted, then Conſcience is ſtartled at 
the horridneſs of them ; few, ex- 
- cept they be profligate Wretches, 
dare make light of them 3 but for . 
the idle and vain words, there are 
innumerable Swarms of them eve- - 
ry day, and few regard them. 

Thirdly, they have miſchievous 
effets upon others; for, an idle 
word, or fooliſh Jeſt ſticks long 
time in Men's mind, and. becomes + 
an occaſion of Sin to them ; for 
our fooliſh words may be working 
in the minds of our Companions, 
when we are laid in the Duſt, or 
committed to the deep. And thus, 
though we be dead, yet we may . 
be ſinning in the Perſons of our 
Companions. Theſe are the bad. 
efic&ts of idle, unprofitable and foo- 
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liſh words, and why we ought to 
avoid them 1n our converſation, 

But if idle and fooliſh words 
ought to. be carefully avoided, we 
ought with a greater reaſon to a- 
void vain Swearing, and Profane 
Oaths, fince God is highly offended 
thereby. 

Thou ſhalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain, for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltleſs, 
that takes his name in vain, Theſe 
words ſhould be ſufficient to hin- 
der any Man from Swearing , or 
from any Profane Oath, becauſe 
God has forbidden it, and declared 
him guilty, that takes his Name 
in vain, But that I may deter 
Men from Swearing, or Profane 
Oaths, let them conlider. 


Firſt, If the Heathens durſt not 


uſe the name of their Idols, for 
fear the Earth ſhould tremble, and 
ſwallow them up alive ; ſhall the 
Sacred and Dreadful Name of the 
True God be Profaned by Chriſti- 

an 
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an Tongues, and not afraid that 
God will be avenged for their fre- 
quent Abuſesof his Holy Name ? 
In the old Law, he that took the 
Name of God in vain, was Stoned 
to Death. If this Law were now 
put in Execution, how many thou- 
ſands ſhould we ſee Stoned every 
day * Or rather how ſhould we 
. hear Men Swearing for fear of be- 
ing Stoned 2 for the fear of Pun- 
iſhment, even when it is but ſmall, 
if put in Execution, would be able 
to reſtrain them. | 

2, It is a Sin which God has ſe- 
verely threatened, and puniſhed 
with temporal and corporal 
Plagues. For, 6y reaſon of Oaths, 
laith the Prophet, 1ſaiah 42. 3. 
The land mourns, andevery one that 
dwells therein languiſhes, That is, 
it brings the heavy Judgment of 
God upon whole Nations, under 
which they ſhall Mourn. And in 
Zachariah there is a flying Role of 

Curſes 
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Curſes upon them that Swear ; / 
flying Role, to denote the [witneſs 
of it 3 for it flies, ſaith the ſame 
Prophet, towards the Houſe of the 
Swearer, and it (hall thererm remain, 
and (hall conſume it with the Timber 
thereof, and the Stones thereof , that 
Is, it ſhall bring 2n utter Ruine and 
Deſtruction to his Houſe. Wo to 
* that wretched Family, into which 
this flying Role enters ; wo to the 
Inhabitants thereof 

3. Profane Oaths bring ſpiritu- 
al Plagues upon us ; they bring 
Hell along with them; and if we 
be not afraid to Sin, certainly we 
ſhould be afraid to Burn. If the 
Love of God can work nothing up- 
on our Souls, his Threatnings 
ſhould ſtartle and affright us. Let 
us conſider thoſe Texts of the Holy 
- Scripture, and unleſs God has loſt 
all his Authority with us, they 
ought certainly to make us afraid. 

The firſt, are the Words of my | 
Text, Above all things, my brethren, 
ſwear 
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ſwear not, neither by heaven, nei- 
ther by the earth, neither by anyother 
oath, but let your yea, be yea, and your 
nay, nay; leſt you fall into condem- 
nation. Conſider this Text: ſeri- 
ouſly. I think it ſhould be like the 
Fingers, that came forth and wrote 
upon the Wall that dreadful Sen- 
tence, that changed the Counte- 
nance of a King, and made his 
Knees {mite together. Above all 
things, that is, above all other V1- 
ces, avoid Swearing ; but let your 
yea, be yea, andyour xay, nay s that 
is, accuſtom your ſelves to ſhort 
and plain Affirmations, and Ne- 
gations 3 /eſt you fall into condem- 
nation; that is, left for theſe things 
the Judge of Heaven and Earth 
ſhould paſs a Sentence of Condem- 
nation to Hell upon you. O Men! * 
dare ye then from henceforth com- 
mit ſuch a hainous Sin as Swear- 


Jing; ſeeing it will bring you under 


God's Judgment and Condemna- 


tion ? Did you never fee a poor 
Male- 
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Malefator Tryed at the Afſſizes, 
and obſerve how his Face grows 
pale, how his Legs Tremble, and 
how Death di{playes his Colours in || 
his Cheeks, when Sentence is gi | 
ven upon him 2 But what is that 
to God's Condemnation? What 
isa Gallows to Hell e . 

The other Text is this, rhe 
Lord will not hold him guiltleſs, that 
takes his name in vain. Now, what 
does God mean, whea he ſaith, he 
will not hold him guiltleſs ? The 
meaning is plain, that 1s, his Swea- 
rings and prophane Oaths ſhall be 
reckoned to him, and he ſhall be 
bound.to Anſwer God for them, 

The laſt Reaſon, which obli- 
ges you to avoid Swearing and 
prophane Oaths, is, that the cu- 
* ſtom of vain and prophane Oaths, 
Is as plain a diſcovery of an unre- 
generate Soul,as any in the World, 
This is a ſure ſign ye are none of 
God's Children, nor have any 
thing to do with his Heavenly Pro- 

| miles. 
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miſes. For, by this,'the Scripture 
diſtinguiſhes the State of Saints and 
Sinners. This Fruit of the Tongue 
plainly fhews what the Tree 1s that 


bears it. The vile Peron, ſaith the 


Prophet 1ſaiah, will ſpeak of villany, 
«nd ont of the abundance of the heart 
the month ſpeaks. Loquere, ut te vi- 
deam, ſpeak, that 1 may [ee what you 
cre, What 1s1n the Heart, 1s ven- 
ted by the Tongue ; when the Trea- 
ſures of Grace are in the Hearts, 
then good and Holy Words will be 
in the Lips. The Mouth of the Righ- 
teows, faith David, ſpeaks wiſdom, 
By thy words, ſaith Chriſt, thou ſhalt 
be quſtified, and by thy words thou 
ſhalt be Condemnea, We ule to ſay, 
ſuch Witneſſes Hanged a Man; the 
meaning is, the Evidence they 
ave, did Caſt and Condemn him. 
If the words do Evidence the State 
of the Soul, what a wofull State 
theſe Souls muſt needs bein, whoſe 
Mouths overflow with Swearing, 
profane Words and Curles £ How 
many 
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many Witneſſes will be brought 
in, to caſt them 1n the great day ? 
Wherefore, that ye may not 
fall into ſuch a misfortune, avoid 
vain Swearing, and Profane Oaths, 
whereby God is ſo highly offended; 
which he has puniſh'd with both 
temporal and ſpiritual Plagues 
which are a plain diſcovery of an 
unregenerate Soul 3 and which 
God will bring to condemnation. 
And that ye may leave that bad, 
and ugly cuſtom, wherein there 1s 
neither profit nor pleaſure z conſt 
der, that it every idle word that 
Men ſhall (peak, they ſhail give an 
account thereof in the day of judg- 
ment, how -much more then, for 
immodeſt, obicene, filthy Words, 
profane Oaths, and Bloody Blal- 
phemies. Before ye ſpeak, weigh 
and ponder your words; beg of 
God to guide your Tongues, and 
every day ſay with David, ſet 4 
watch, O Lord, before my month, 
ana keep thou the dvor of my lips. 
Labour 
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Labour to get your hearts'Cleanſed, 
and purified ; make the treegood, 
and then his fruit will be good al- 
ſo. A holy heart will produce 
holy words : Conſider alſo that n6 
Maa is the better lookt upon for his 
filthy words, and vain bloody, 
profane Oaths ; but on the con- 
trary loſes his eſteem among all 
them, that have any ſenſe or vir- 
tuez andeven among them, that 
are wicked, and great Swearers to0. 
If there was any puniſhment put 
in Execution upon them , that 
Swear, and take the Sacred Name © 
of God in vain; they would cer- 
tainly forbear that horrid and un- 
profitable Sin. For I obſerved, 
when I was 1n Holland, that, be-- 
caule there was ſo much Mony to 
be payed by every one, that did 
Swear, I never heard there any 
Man taking the Name of God in 
vain 3 though I were ſeveral times 
in the Company of above Forty 
Men together drinking in Taverns 
F and 
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inJ Coffi&®houſes. And I took no- 
tice alſo Jn the Ships, where I have 
: ſerved; that, when the Captain 
dered the Collar, which is a 
ece of wood of about Fifty 
Pounds wetglit, to be worn by the 
Sea-men;*that were heard Swear- 
ing, then no Profane Oath was 
ſcarce heard that day. If a ſmall 
parcel of Mony to be put in a box, 
and prven to the Poor in Hollard , 
and if the pain and ſhame of wear- 
ing a Collar in the Ships, be able 
zo make Men adftain from Swear- 
ing ; why thall not the puniſhment 
of Hell, and of an eternal Damna- 
tion threatned to them, that take 
God's Name in vain, have ſuch a 
Power over them ? Certainly they 
do not belteve ſuch a thing. ' For if 
they were convinced of that Truth, 
or that there is an avenging God 
or that their Souls are Immortal; 
or that the Holy Scripture was cer- 
tainly revealed of God, and the 
Tireatnings therein contained a- 
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gainſt Swearers ſhall be pur in:Exe 

Cution in the grear and feltful.gay. 
of Judgment , without doubtthe 
would hereafter forbear from 
Swearing, and taking God's Name 
in vain. And that they maybe per- 
{waded of theſe Truths, I intend 
to publiſh three other Sermons; the 
firſt of God's Exiſtence, the ſecond 
of the Immortality of our Souls,and 
the third*of the certainty of the 
holy Scriptures z for the Reaſon, 
why Men do continue 1n their Sins, 
is becauſe they are not utterly and 
fully convinced of theſe important 
and neceſſary Truths. Above all 
thinzs, my Brethren, ſwear not, 
neither by Heaven, neither by the 
Earth, neither by any other Oath, 
tut let your yea, be yea, and your 
nay, nay ; leſt you fall into condem- 
nation. 


The Eud of the Second Sermon. 
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Be not drunk with wine, wherein 


z exceſs, Ephel. 5. 16. 


HE $Sparthans brought their 


Children to loath Wine, by 


ſhewing them a Drunkard, whom 
they gazed at as a Monſter ; and: 
Tertullian ſaith of the Primitive - 
Chriſtians, they drank no more: 
than was ſufficient for temperate 
Men : they did lo eat and drink, as 


thoſe that remembred they ought 


aboard drunk, and laid the foun- 


dation of their Voyage in that Sin ; - 


and chough they knew not, whe- 
LA ther 


to pray afterwards. But now a 


monegſt thoſe that profeſs Chriſtia-. 
nity, how ordinarily 15 this Sin -: 
committed, but eſpectally by Sea--- 
men. Some of them have gone. 
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ther they ſhould ever ſee again the 
Land of their Nativity, yet this 
was the farewel they took, this 


= was their preparation; and ſo in 
their return, notwithſtanding the 


terrible and. aſtoniſhing works of 
the Lord, which they have beheld 
with their eyes; and their marvel- 
lous preſervations 1n ſo great and 
terrible extremities. Yet afloon 
as they were aſhore, they.went 1n- 
to Ale-houles, there drowning the 
ſenſe of God's precious Mercies and 
Deliverances in their Drunken 
Cups. 

I grant, that there is a lawful 
uſe of Wine and ſtrong Drink to 
ſupport Nature, not to clog it, to 


- ® cure Infirmities, not to cauſe 


thems3 Drizk no longer water, but 
wſe a little wine, for thy ſtomachs 
ſake, and thine infirmities, ſaith St. 
Paul 1n his Epiſtle tro Tirerhy 5. 23, 
God allows us Wine, and other 
ſtrong Liquor , not only for bare 
necellity, but for chearfulnels gi , 
tnat 
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that our Bodies may be the more 
fit for our Imployments. But: to 
drink Wine, or other ſtrong Li-. 
quor until we be inflamed, and'our 
reaſon diſturbed, 1s that which St. 
Paul. forbids us in the words of my 
Text, Be not drunk with wine, where- 
in is exceſs, For, faith the Pro- 
phet 1ſatah, 5.11. wo to them, that 
riſe early in the morning, that they 
may follow ſtrong drink, that con- 
tinue until night, till wine inflame 
them. And that I may deter Men 
from this horrible and fo common 
a Sin, and keep a method. I will 
divide this Diſcourſe iato two 
parts, 1n the firſt T will ſhew them 
the reaſons, why they ought to for- 

ſake that Sin ; and 1n the ſecondT 
will anſwer to their objections. 

1. Part. The firſt reaſon, which 
ought to make us avoid the exceſs 
of Wine, or any other ſtrong Li: 
quor, is, becauſe we are thereby 
equalized to the Beaſts that periſh ; 
for the exceſs of Wine takes _ 
cne 
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the Wiſdomand Ingenuity of Men, 
and fo brutifies them, as Nebuchad- 
yezzar, Who had the heart of a 
Beaft given him. The heart of a 
Man hath generoſity, and brave 
vigorous Spirits capable of, and fit- 
ted for noble and worthy actions 
and imployments; but immode- 
rate drinking enervates, quenches, 
and drowns this brave noble vi. 
guor. For, no fooner is a Man 
brought under the dominion of 
Wine, bur he loſes the Govern- 
ment of his Reaſon; and fo be- 
comes like a Beaſt either wallowing 
in the mire, or _— falling 2- 
fleep as a fot and ſtupid ; or ſwear- 
ing and quarrelling as one that is 
ſtark mad, and has loſt the uſe of 
his Reaſon. God put all the Crea- 
tures1n fubje&tion to Men, but by 
immoderate drinking Men put 
themſelves in ſubjetion to Wine, 
and are brought under its Domi- 
nion and Power. St. Auſtin calls 
the excels of Wine « diſfemper od 
ze 
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the head, a ſubverfion of the ſenſes, 
a tempeſt in the tongue, a ſtorm of 
the body, the Ship-wrack of vertue, 
the loſs of time, a wilfull* Madneſs, 
4 pleaſant Devil, a ſugarea Poiſon, 
a ſweet Sin, which he that has, has 
not himſelf; and he, that commits 
it, doth not only commit Sin, but he 
himſelf is altogether iz Sin. Itis a 
Sin, which much degrades a Man, 
by equalizing him to a Beaſt, and 
the vileſt of Beaſts, a Swine, which 
wallows 1n the mire. 

The ſecond reaſon, why Men are 
to avoid the exceſs of Wine, is be- 
cauſe of its ſeveral bad effe&ts. For 
Drunkeneſs waſts and ſcatters 
Men's Eſtates, and brings them to 
Poverty. The Drunkard ſhall be 
cloathed with rags, and brought to 
a morſel of bread, He that loves 
wine and ol ſhall not be rich, ſaith 
Solomon, Prov. 21.17. Andinthe 
23. 21, he tells us, that the Drun- 
kard and glutton ſhall ſurely come to 
Poverty, for Drunkeneſs doth not 
only 
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only diſpoſſeſs a Man of his Rea- 
ſon, which is arich and fair Inhe- 
ritance given to him by God , but 
it alſo deprives him of his Eſtate, 
and waſts all that either the provi- 
dent care of his Parents, or the 
bleſiing of God upon his own indu- 
ſtry has obtained for him. 

And not to mention here the 
miſeries and ſorrows he brings 
thereby upon his Family, drinking J 
the Tears, yea the Blood of his | | 
poor Wife, and helpleſs Children, | ' 
I _ only _ notice of ſeveral 

iſeaſes, which are begotten 
Diſeaſes, DEga yh];

the exceſs in drinking ſtrong. Li- 
quors. For, hence come Apo- 
plexies, Gouts, Palltes, ſudden 
Death, Trembling of the Hands | / 
and Legs, and as the Proverb ſaith, | *

that is, Drunkeneſs kills more than || Z 
the Sword. O! what a terrible | !] 
thing will it be to conſider upon || V 
a Death-bed, that theſe pangs and || ©

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perance and excels. who has wo 2 
faith Solomon 5 who has ſorrow 8 
who has contention * who has bab- 
ling £ who has wounds without cauſe ? 
who has redneſs of eyes ? They that 
tarry long at wine, they that go to 
ſeek mixt wine, Prov. 23. 29, 30. 
BY this enumeration and manner 
of interrogation the wiſe Man 
ſeems to make it a difticult thing 
to recount the miſeries and diſtem- 
pers, that Drunkeneſs brings upon 
us. For as Vermin abounds, where 
there 1s ſtore of corn; ſo do the 
Diſeaſes 1n the Bodies of Drun- 
kards, where crudities and ill hu- 
mours do continually abound. 

Drunkene[s, ſaith Origenes, is the 
fore-runner of all vices. The Drun- 
kard is commonly quarrelſome, al- 
ways flow to any thing that is 
good, and prone to all Evil, He 
peaks and does whatſoever the De- 
vil (uggeſts to him, be it never ſo 
obſcene and ridiculous. And when 
he 1s Drunk, he never conſiders 
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that the end of his Drunkeneſs is 
Confuſion, Quarrel, Riot, Sedi- 
tion, and thar the pleaſant taſte of 
the Liquor will prove in the end, 
like the ſting of a Serpent, his ut- 
ter ruine and deſtruction. 

Of all things to be lamented a- 
monegſt us this is moſt Iamentable, 
that of all forts of Men there is 
none more prone to this Vice than 
Sea-men, when they are aſhoar 
with their Pockets full of Mony : 
Should they be ſo blinded, that no- 
thing can hinder them from bring- 
ing themſelves and their Families 
to ruine, for the ſatisfying of their 
Appetites. But let them hear what 
God ſaith unto them. wo be unto 
you that are fall, for ye ſhall hunger ; 
and the Apoſtle St. Paw! laith, that 
ſuch are excluded of the Kingdom 
of Heaven. Drankeneſs, ſaith St. 
Gregory, # 4a flattering Devil, a 
ſweet Poiſon, a pleaſant Sin, and 
whoſoeter is under the raigning Pow- 
er of this Sin, is whilly in Sin, and 

makes 
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makes him forget God hy Creator, 
The Truth of this is manifeſt in 
Noah, who never forgat God, till 
he was Drunk, This only Sin 1s 
recorded in Holy Writ againſt him, 
whereby he gained a perpetual [n- 
famv, 

But how muck more infamons 
muſt their condemnation be, who 
by their often reiteration of Drun- 
kenels, make it not only cuſtoma- 
ry, but almoſt natural, and even 
boaſt and glory 1n their Shame, But 
let all {fuch know, that Almighty 
God ſees rheir Abominations; and. 
wiil furely pour upon them the 
Cup of his vengeance without mix- 
ture, unleſs they come to hin by 
unteigned Repentance. But this 
may be a good warning to Gn 
that are guilty of Drunk : 
beware of over-drinking” t 
ſelves. For , ſuppoſe this D:un- 
ken fit continue but for a vlites; 
yt 12 that time, before the 1eco- 
very of their reaſon, they my elt- 
G tine: 
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ther at or ſpeak what they may 
repent of, They may kill a Friend, 
as ſeveral have done in their Glaſ- 
ſes; and ſo bring themſelves un- 
der the laſh of the Law to the loſs 
of their Lives and Fortunes, and 
perpetual Ignominy both of their 

Families and Relations. But if a- 

ny Man think,he may driak much, 
_ yet keep the perfect ule of his 
Sen(es and Reaſon, he may as well 
ſuppoſe, that, when he has drunk 
Poiſon, he ſhall not be prejudiced 
thereby. Ye ſee that Drunkeneſs 
does nat only waſte and ſcatter our 
<7 bringing-us to Poverty and 

Miſery , but alſo produce ſeveral 
other bad Effects. _ 

The third Reaſon, which oblt- 
ges us to avoid Drunkenels, is 
Decaule 1t 1s a leading Sin, which 
has a great retinue & attendance of 
other Sins walting on it. It 1s like 

a lugden [.and-flood, which brings 
2 great deal of dirt with it. So 
tha t, as Faith excels amongſt Gra- 
ces 
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ces and Virtues, becaule it enlivens 
and gives ſtrength unto them ,, 10 
1s Drunkeneſs amongſt other Sins. 
It 15 not ſo much a particular Sin 
againſt a ſingle Commandment of 
God, asa peneral violation of the 
whole Law , for it warms and 
quickens all our Luſts and Pal- 
ſions, and ſo expoſes us to every 
Sin. It gives occaſion, yea 1s the 
real cauſe of many contentions, 
and fatal Quarrels and Murthers, 
which are the ordinary effects of 
drunken Meetings ; for, when Rea- 
ſon is loſt, and Luſt heated, what 
will not drunken Men then ar: 
tempt? Numquam ego Ebrium ca- 
ſtum patabo, ſaith St. Hierome, that 
is, 1 will never think a Drunkard to 
be chaſk. And Solomon, ſpeaking 
of a drunken Man, ſaith, Prov. 
23. 33. Thine*eyes ſhall behold 2 
ſtrange woman, and thine heart ſhall 
utter perverſe things. This Sin 1s 
well called the Devils bridle ; be- 
cauſe thereby he turns the Sinner

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' which way he pleaſes. Drunkeneſs 
15 ſo horrid a Sin, that it deprives 
us of the Kingdom of Heaven. Be 
not deceived, faith St. Paul, 1 Cor. 
6. 9, IO. neither Fornicators, mor 
Idolaters, mor Adulterers, mor Ejfe- 
minate, ner Abuſers of themſelves 
with mankind, wor THicwes, nor Ci 
wvetons, mor Drunkaras, ſhill inherit 


the Kin2doma of God, Certainly he. 


i5 not aſleep, but dead, who is 
not ſtartled at theſe words; how 
are Drunken Mea able to face ſuch 
a Text as this * Think, when 
Wine ſparkles 1n the Glaſs, what 
a Cup of Wrath is in the hand 
of the Lord for thee. Thou wilt 
not now believe this, but the day 
will come, when thou ſhalt know 
the Price of theſe Brutiſh Pleaſures, 
except thou doſt timely forſake 
them. F 

Time 1s allowed us by God to 
work out our Salvation, and there- 
fore every minute of it ought to 
be moſt thriftily husbanded 20 
tilat 
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that end, but when .it is laid our. 
in 1thmoderate Drinking , then 
it tends to the wotking -of our 
Eternal Damnation. Beſides, he 
that Drinks immoderately, tho' 
he eſcape being Drunk himſelf, 
is yet guilty of all the Drunken- 
neſs and Sins that any of his Com- 
pany falls under; for, he pives 
them encouragement to Drink on 
by his example, eſpecially 1f he 
be one of any Authority : But, it 
he be one whoſe Company the 
reſt are fond of; his Company 1s 
then a certain enſnaring of them ; 
for, then they wi!l Drink too, r2- 
ther than difoblige, or Iole him. 
There 1s yet a greater faulc that 
many of theſe Stronger-brain-drin- 
ers are guilty of, that is, the ſer- 
ting themſelves purpoſely ro make 
others Drunk, playing, as it were, 
a Prize at jt, and counting it mat-. 
ter of Triumph and Victory to 
ſee others fall before them. This 
is a moſt horrid Wickedneſs; it 
G 3 Wo 
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is the making our ſelves the De- 
vil's Factors, endeavouring , as 
much as we can, to draw our 
poor Brethren into eternal Miſe- 
ry, by betraying them to ſo grie- 
vous a Sin: Therefore it may be 
well reckoned as the higheſt ſtep 
of this Vice of Drinking, ds ha- 
ving in it the Sin of miſchieving 
others, added to the exceſs in our 
ſelves. And though it be lookt 
upon in the World, as a matter 
of jeſt only, to make others Drunk, 
that we may ſport our ſelves with 
their ridiculous Behaviour; yer 
that Mirth will have a ſad con- 
cluſion, there being a Woe expreſly 
threatned to that very Sinz wo 
#nto him, faith St. Paul, that gives 
his Neighbour drink, and maketh 
him drunk, 

I have now gone through the 
{ſeveral Motives and Reaſons, whiclt 
do oblige us to avoid Nrunken- 
neſs. It is a Sin ſo ſirangely raign- 
ing amongſt us, that no Condi- 
tion, 
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tion, no Age, or ſcarce Sex, is free 
from it, to the great diſhonour of 
God, reproach of Chyiſtianity, and 
ruin, not only of our Souls hereaf- 
ter, but even of all our preſent 
advantages, and happineſs 1n this 
Lifez there being no Sin, which 
betrays each ſingle committer to 
more miſchiefs, in his Underſtand- 
ing, his Health, his Credit, and 
Eſtate, than .this one doth; and 
we have reaſon to believe this Sin 
is one of thoſe common crying 
guilts, which have long laid hea- 
vy upon this Nation, and pulled 
down thoſe many ſad Judgments 
we have groaned under. 

* Therefore, let me now 1atreat 
you by all that tenderneſs and loye 
ye ought to have to the Honour 
of God, the Credit of your Chri- 
ſtian Religion, eternal Welfare of 
your own Souls, the Proſperity of 
che Church and Nation whereof 
ye are Members; nay, by that: 
love, which. certainly ye have to. 
your © 
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=” your own temporal Intereſt, to 
think ſeriouſly on what has been 
ſpoken. YeMave heard the reaſons 
why Men ought to avoid the ex- 
ceſs of Wine, and other ſtrong 
Liquotsz now let us anſwer to 
their Objections, which is the ſe- 
cond part of my Diſcourle. 

2, Part, The firſt and moſt own- 
ed is that which they call good 
Fellowſhipz one Man drinks to 
keep another Company at 1t : But 
I would ask ſuch a one, whether, 
if that Man were Drinking rank 
Poiſon, he would pledge him for 
Company, if he ſays he would 
not, I muſt tell him, that by the 
very ſame, nay far greater reaſon, . 
he is not to do this; for, immo- 
derate Drinking is that very Poi- 
ſon : Perhaps it doth not always 
work Death preſently, but the 
cuſtom of 1t does uſually bring 
Men to their ends , and therefore, 
though the Poiſon work ſlowly, 
yet it is ſtu] Poiſon. . But however 
it 
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it doth at the preſent work, that 
which a wiſe Man would more 
abhor than Death, it works Mad- 
neſs and Frenzy, turns the Man in- 
to a Beaſt, by drawing his Reaſon; 
which ſhould difference him from 
one. 

The Second is, ſay they, the 
chearing of their Spirits, making 
them Merry and Jolly ;_ but lure, 
if the Mirth be ſuch, that reaſon 
muſt be turn'd out of door, I may 
ſay with So/ozzop, Ecclel. 2.2. The 
laughter of ſuch fools is madueſs,For, 
they that will be Drunk to put 
- themſelves in this temper, muſt, 
by the ſame reaſon, be glad of a 
Frenzy , if they could but. be ſure 
it would be of the merry Sort. But, 
little do theſe merry Drinkers 
think, what ſadneſs they are all 
this while heaping up to them- 
ſelves, often in this World, when 
by ſome mad Pranks they bring 
miſchief upon themſelves; but 
however, certainly in the other, 
where 
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| where this Mirth will be ſadly rec- 
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kon'd for. - 

A Third Obje&ion of theirs is, 
the putting away of Cares, bur 1 
ask what theſe Cares are ? Perhaps 
they are ſome checks and remorſes 
of Conſcience, which muſt be thus 
charmed. But it 1s a groſs miſtake, 
if we think tolay them downthat 
way; we may indeed thus ſtop 
them for a while, but they will 
one day cry the louder for it. Sup- 
poſe a Thiefor a Murderer knew he 
were purſued to be brought to Ju- 
ſtice, would he, to put away the 
fear of being hang'd, fall to Drin- 
King, and in the mean time take 
no Care for his Eſcape ? or would 
we not think him deſperately Mad, 
if he did This is the very Caſe 
here, our Conſciences tell us of 
our Danger, that we muſt ere long 
be broug TY JEN 
-Seat ; and is it not Madnels for us, 
inſtead of endeavouring to get our 
Pardon,to drink away the thought 


of 
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of our danger ?. But ſuppoſe theſe 
Cares be ſome Worldly ones, and 
tuch as are fit to-be put. away ; 
then for ſhame let us not {o diſgrace 
our Reaſon and Chriſtianity, as to 
rid us of them by ſo pitiful and 
diſgraceful a»way. Bur ybelides, 
this will not do the deed neither ; 
for- tho' it may at preſent, whiPſ 


| we are 1n the heighth of our Drun- 


ken fits, keep us from the ſenſe of 
our Cares ; yet, when our Drink- . 
ing is over, they will return again 
with greater violence; and it we 
have any Conſcience, bring a new 
Care with them, even thar which 
ariſes from the guilt of ſo foul a 
Sin. | | 
The Fourth is ſaid to be the paſ- 

ſing away of time 3 but this Obje- 
ion 1s, 1n many, a very falſe plea, 
for they often ſpend their time at 
the Pots, not only when they have 
nothing to do, but even to the neg- 
lect of their moſt necetlary Buſineſs, 
However, 1t is in all a moſt unrea- 
ſonable 
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ſonable excuſe z for there 1s no Man 
but he may find ſome what or 0- 
ther to imploy himlelt. in. If he 
have little worldly Buſinets of his 
own, he may yet do ſomewhat to 
the benefit of others; but howe- 
ver, there 1s no Man but has a Soul, 
and if he will look carefully to that, 
he need not complain for want of 
Buſineſs, where there are ſo many 


Corruptions to mortifie, ſo many . 


Inclinations to watch over, ſo ma- 
ny Temptations (whereof this of 
Drunkeneſs 1s not the leaſt) to re- 
fiſt ; the Graces of God to improve 
and ſtir up; and former neglects of 
all theſe to lamenr. Sure there 
can never want ſufficient Imploy- 
ment, for all theſe require time, 
and ſo Men at their Death find g 
for thoſe, that have all their Lives 
made it their buſineſs to drive a- 
way their Time, would then give 
all the World to redeem it, And 
certainly, where there is much let- 
ſure for worldly. Aﬀairs, God ex- 

pects 
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\ployed inf piggrual Exerciſes. And 
hem to imploy their 


of them ; as they do, who ſpend it 

1n Drinking. 
The laſt Objection, is that of Bar- 

gaining. They fay it 1s neceſlary 


'[for them to drink in this one Re- 


ſpect of Trading with their Neigh- 
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bours, Bargains being moſt conve- 
niently to be ſtruck up in Ale-hou- 
ſesand Taverns. But is this a worſe 
Reaſon than all the others. For the 
bottom of it is an aim of Cheating ; 
for we think, when Men are in 
Drink, we ſhall the better be able 
to over-reach them; and ſo this 
adds the Sin of Defrauding to that 
of Drunkenneſs. Now that this 1s 
indeed the Intent,is manifeſtzfor, if 
only the diſpatch of Bargains were 
aimed at, we ſhould chule to take 
Men with their Wits about them g 
therefore the taking them when 
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time to the benefit of their Souls;: 
'and not to beſtow it to the Ruine 
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ſtrong Liquor has diſtempered their 
Reaſon, can be for nothing but to 
make Advantage of them. Yet this 
aften proves a great Folly as well as 
Sin; for he that Drinks with an o- 
ther in hope to over-reach him, 
does many times prove the weaker 
Brained, and becomes Drunk firſt ; 
and then he gives the cther thay 
opporrunity of cheating him,which 
he defigned for the cheating of the 
other. Now tius endoft Drinking, 
is1{o tar from becoming an Excule, 
that it is an increaſing of the Sin; 
for, if we are not to drink immode- 
rately upon any occaſion; much 
leſs upon ſo wicked an one as is the 
Cheating and Defrauding our Bre- 
thren. See the whole Duty of Man. 
I have now Anſwered to the 

_ chiefeft Drunkards Objections , 
which are ordinarily brought in ex- 
cue of chis Sin. I am yet further to 
rell you, that 1t'1s not only that 
koge degree of Drunkenneſs, which 
makes Men able neither to go nor 
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to ſpeak, which"is to be look'd on 
as a Sin Mut all lower Degrees, 
which do alLwork upon the Un- 
Terſtarding, whether by dulling it, 

and making itleſs fir for any Im- 
ployment,or by making it,too Iight 
and airy, apt'to apiſh andridieulous 
Mirth ; or what is worſe, by infla- 
ming Men to Rage and \,Futy. 

Theſe, or what ever elſe make any 
change 1n the Man, are to be rec- 
konedinto this Sin of Drunkenneſs. 
I have, given you the Reaſons why 
ye are to avoid the Exceſs in 
Drinking, and anſwered allo to the 
Drunkards bon ers Pray make 
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
